Double Tragedy Follows 
Family Quarrel at Break- 
fast Table

STILLWATER, Minn., April 27- 
Roy Mattson, 21, shot and killed his 
mother and brother at their home 
near Scandia. Unless his sanity is 
questioned, charges of first degree 
murder are expected to be filed 
against him, Sheriff Thomas H 
Haher, said after the inquest, 

Mattison, who is stip held in the 
Washington county jail here, told the 
sheriff after his arrest that he had 
killed his mother, Mrs, Hulda Mattson 
49 years old, and his brother, Clarence 
of because they “had been mean to 

im." 

The shooting followed a quarrel be- 
tween Roy and Clarence while the 
family was seated at the breakfast 
table, Obtaining a rifle from upstairs, 
Roy, without warning, shot his bro- 
ther and then fired two shots at his 
mother, as she attempted to flee, both 
died within a few minutes. 

A younger brother and sister, 14 and 
15 years old, respectively ran to a 
neighbor's house. When Sheriff Maher 
arrived at the farm, Roy was burying 
two kittens he had shot, 

The youth led the authorities to 
the spot where he had hidden the rifle 
after which he was brought to jail 
here,

Sir Thomas» Tait Inter- 
views Premier Brown- 


lee After Trip North 


Possibility of large development of 
the Fort McMurray salt area by the 
Canadian Salt company loomed up 
on Saturday when Sir Thomas Tait, 
head of the company, following a sev- 
eral days” Survey of the ground, re- 
turned to the city and met Premier 
Brownlee, 

Sir Thomas placed before the pre- 
miler certain specified proposals which 
he asked the government to consider 
as conditions under which his com- 
pany would undertake stipulated op- 
erations in the McMurray area 

Just what these conditions are has 
not ben divulged by Sir Thomas, and 
Premier Brownlee declined to make 
any comment until he had had ample 
opportunity to place the whole situa~ 
tion before the executive council of 
the province, probably in the early 
part of next week, 

While no definite information is 
forthcoming on what Sir Thomas’ 
conditions may be, it is understood on 
reliable authority that his company 
is desirous of entering the northern 
salt field. The drilling carried out at 
the government salt well last summer 
proved eminently successful, and the 
samples of salt obtained were of a 
high grade,

take the task | 

The board will be conducted at first

Surrounded by the posse, he offered 
no resistance, but submitted meekly, 
complaining of being tired, thirsty 
hungry and injured. He had hurt his 
shoulder and leg in his jump from the 
lavatory window of the train, 

After his brief span of freedom 
Griffiths was being held Friday night 
in the R,C.M.P. cells at Prince Albert 
awaiting the arrival from MacDowell) 
of Constable Harrison, A.P.P., the 
man he_ eluded ‘Thursday night 
Narrison holds the warrant and on 
arrival at Prince Albert was to turn 
his man over to the penitentiary, Thc 
prisoner, who has a police record in 
Calgary, Winnipeg and Lethbridge 
was being taken to Prince Albert to 
serve a three-year term for burglary 

Griffiths’ escaped from the Leth- 
bridge jail in August, 1923, while 
serving an 18 months’ sentence for 
theft, the sentence being imposed by 
Magistrate Sanders of Calgary on June 
20, 1923. He was later arrested by 
the Manitoba authorities for offences 
committed in that province and sent 
to Stony Mountain penitentiary for 
four years. Alberta authorities, learn- 
ing that Griffiths was serving time at 
Stony Mountain, re-arrested him on 
leaving the Manitoba penitentiary, for 
breaking jail in Lethbridge. He came | 
before Magistrate W. A. Hamilton here 
on April 25. 1928, who sent him back 
to jail to finish his term on the orig- 
inal charge. Griffiths was paroled 
and re-arrested in Calgary for shop- 
breaking and theft and was committed 
for trial on those charges, sent tc 
Lethbridge and held for two weeks 
Wednesday last he was escorted to 
Calgary to receive sentence. He war 
given three years at the Prince Albert 
penitentiary and escaped while being 
taken there to commence this term.

That the Government of the United 
States proposed this means of settlement 
is an admission on its part that there is a 
settlement of some sort due. That course 
would hardly be taken if Washington felt 
that its agents had been acting within 
their undoubted rights under the smug- 
gling treaty and international maritime 
law, Justice, it is to be inferred, is to be 
done willingly to all parties concerned, in 
whatever measure is determined by the 
arbitrators. 


HE SHOULDN’T NEED A JOB 


The Opposition at Ottawa has been 
blaming the Post Master General because 
a returned soldier who had lost both legs 
in the war was passed over, in favor of 
another returned soldier, in the app. int- 
ment of a postmaster at Simcoe, Ont. The 
defence of the Minister was that the form- 
er, by reason of his disablement, was not 
frited to discharge the duties. 

What both parties seem to have over- 
looked is that a man who suffered the 
loss of both legs in the war should not have 
to look for a postmastership, or a job of 
any other kind. If Canada cannot take 
care of a man so terribly disabled in the 
service of his country, then our pension 
system ought to be overhauled forthwith 
Members of parliament would be better 
employed demanding plain justice than a 
post office job for a veteran who paid such | 
a price for the freedom of Canada. 


A DEVFLATING PROPOSAL 


Hon. Chas. Dunning says the time is 


fast approaching when “the 
structure of the National Railways will 
have to be reorganized,”’ What this means 
is that a good deal of the excessive cost 
of the former G. T. P. and C, N, R. sys 
tems will have to be written off the : 
tional books—-and put on record as a dead 
loss to the tax-payers of the Dominion, 
The National cannot pay interest on this 
excess load of capital without charging 
high freight and passenger rates. 

People in sections of the country 
served by the National! lines will there- 
fore see the reasonableness of thus rduc- 
ing its burden and spreading the loss over 
the taxpayers of all Canada, The ad- 
vantages may be less obvious to taxpay- 
ers living in other parts of the country. | 
But as they, too, will suffer if the Na- | 
tional is not allowed to get upon a thor- 
oughly self-supporting basis, there is likely 
to be no general objection to the proposal. 
As the writing-off will undoubtedly he 
done some day, perhaps the sooner the 
better, 


THE ONE ESSENTIAL 

There can be only one solution of Kd- 
monton's power problem. It an ars 
rangement by which industrial users in 
“dmonton will not at time have to 
pay more for power than the rates charg- 
odin any other western city—with the 
ossible exeeption of Winnipeg, Unless 
hat condition is established, Edmonton 
will be hampered in its industrial develop- 
nent, and handicapped in competition 
against other centres for increase of popu- 
lation, employment, trade, wealih and sta- 
bility. That is the standard by which | 
every offer to supply power to the city has 
to be measured, It is equally the standard 
by which the wisdom of continuing to pro- 
duce power as a civic undertaking has to 
be judged. No arrangement, for civic 
operation, for the sale or lease of the city 
plant, or for an agreement with an out- 
side system, is good enough unless it guar- 
antees that Edmonton shall not have to 
compete under the handicap of dear power 
against other cities offering the induce- 
ment of cheap power

the Calgary Power company for elec- 


tricity supplied them by the city power 
plant to serve St, Albert, Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Lamont, Chipman, Leduc 
and Millet, and what rates are 
charged by this company to the mun- 
icipalities, William Barnhouse, super- 
intendent of the electric light depart- 
ment, has received a rate schedule 
from the Calgary Power company 
The price paid by the company to 
the city is 1.5 cents per kilowatt hour 
plus $1 per kilovoillampere of de- 
mand or an average cost of 1.99 cents. 


Rate Schedule 

In addition to service charges the 
company has fixed the following rate 
schedule for the municipalities served 
from the city power plant: 

Domestic service, 10 cents per kilo- 
watt hour for the first 30 kilowatt 
hours: 10 cents for two kilowatt 
hours for the next 20 kilowatt hours 
and 10 cents for three kilowatt hours 
on all amount over 50 killowatt hours 
per month 

Commercial service, 10 cents per 
kilowatt hour for the first 100 kilo- 
watt hours and 10 cents for two 
kilowatt hours on al! over 100 hours 

Power service, 10 cents for two kilo- 
watt hours for the first 100 kilowatt 
hours per horsepower of Kkilovolt- 
amperes of demand, 10 cents for three 
kilowatt hours for the next 100 kilo- 
watt hours and 10 cents for six kilo- 
watt hours on all over 200 kilowatt 
hours.

Professor Rowan Enter- 
tains Game League with 
Interesting Talk

was the declaration of Dr, William 
| Rowan, professor of zoology at the} 
University of Alberta, speaking to} 
members of the Northern Alberta| 
Game Protective League who met at! 
the university Friday night | 
Professor Rowan's statement wa 


made in the light of experiments con. | 
ducted by him over a period of year 
during which time records of birds 
had been kept | 
The migration of birds 
interested men, he said, and had 
formed a study for centuries, but even 
not known where all bird 


had alway 


went when they migrated 
Bird Doesn't Know 
“The bird does not know itself that 
it is migrating,” he said. “It ts an| 


inherited tendency that is arroused by 
the action of some of the glands of the 
body at certain periods of the vear 
Various reasons have been advanced 
such a8 barometric pressure, low 
temperatures and lack of food supply 
but these can be discarded as many 
birds start to migrate as early as July 
when the weather is still warm and 
food is plentiful 

“I have worked along the theory 
that the lengthening and shortening | 
of the days may be a factor, led to 
this by the discovery that artificial 
light had lengthened the days for 
poultry and increased laying power. 

“Bince starting my investigations 1| 
have discovered that light has an ef- 


| fect on the reproductive organs of the | 


birds and that this corresponds 
their migratory habits I kept some 
during winter with long days by ald 
of artificial light. Others I kept the 
ordinary daylight day I Hberated 
some of each. Those who had been | 
in the artificial light disappeared | 
when liberated but those who had not 
remained, because when the period of 
activity of the reproductive organs 1: 
past, the bird becomes sedentary 
From examinations I found the repro- 
ductive organs of the artificial light 
birds to be the same as those of birds 
at the migration season although they 
were liberated in December. ‘They 
left, the others stayed This is, to 
some extent, proof of my theory that 
migration is affected by light.” 
Good Display 

| Professor Rowan then went on te 
deal with the collection of birds for | 
sclentific purposes, referring particul- 
atly to the proposal that a collector be 
limited to only four birds of any one 
species. This would be almost as use- 
less as no birds at all, he stated, in 
view of the many sub species, plumage 
changes, etc., and the necessity for the 
study of birds in many branches ot 
learning.
